In exercise of the powers conferred by section 19, read with sub-section (2) of section 12 of the Banking Companies 
(Acquisition and Transfer of Undertaking), Act, 1970 (5 of 1970), the Board of Directors of the Bank of Baroda in consultation with 
the Reserve Bank of India and with the previous sanction of the Central Government, hereby makes the following regulations 
further to amend the Bank of Baroda (Officers’) Service Regulations, 1979 namely 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Bank of Baroda (Officers') Service (Amendment) Regulations, 2010 

(2) They shall come into force with effect from the 2nd day of June 2005 except wherever stated otherwise in the 
respective regulations. 

2. In the Bank of Baroda (Officers') Service Regulations, 1979, (hereinafter referred as the said regulations), in 
regulation 3 :— 

(i) for clause (g), the following clause shall be substituted, namely '(g) "family" means the spouse of the officer 
(who is not an employee of the Bank), wholly dependent unmarried children (including dependent step and 
legally adopted children) and parents ordinarily residing with and wholly dependent on the officer': 

(ii) for clause (o), the following clause shall be substituted, namely :- (o) "wholly dependent children or parents" 
means children or parents having and income not exceeding Rs. 2,550 per month. 

Note :—If the income of one of the parents exceeds Rs. 2,550/- per month or the aggregate income of both die p^ents 
exceeds Rs. 2,550 per month, both the parents shall not be considered as wholly dependent on the employee :

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 19, read with sub-section (2) of Section 
12 of the Banking Companies (Acquisition and Transfer of Undertakings) Act 1970 (5 
of 1970) the Board of Directors of Indian Bank in consultation with the Reserve Bank of

ACCOUNTING POLIC IES & NOTES TO ACCOUNTS AS ON MARCH 31,2010 
A. ACCOUNTING POLICIES : 

1. Income and expenditure are recognised on accrual basis except contribution towards 
Welfare fund which is accounted for on receipt basis and inspection fee for law 
colleges and expenses thereto is recognised on inspection of law colleges. 

2. FUND: 

The word “fund” has been used to denote the intention to keep the balances invested 
ultimately. 

(/) CORPUS FUND 

Corpus Fund represents donations received from Law Colleges and others and 
annual surplus/deficit of the Bar Council of India. 

(ii) WELFARE FUND 

(a) Welfare Fund represents contribution received from Advocates in 
accordance with the Bar Council of India Rules. 

ib) 20% of Welfare Fund Contribution received from State Bar Councils is 
credited to Income & Expenditure Account of Bar Council of India as 
recovery of administrative expenses. 

3. INTEREST

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7. INVESTMENTS 

Investments have been classified as 'long term investments' and are carried at cost 
since all the investments have been held In fixed deposits with Scheduled Banks. 

8. RETIREMENT BENEFITS 

(/) Pension-cum-Family Pension Rules of the Employees of the Bar Council of India, 
w.e.f. 1-4-2002 has been made applicable to the employees of the Bar Council of 
India. Accordingly the “BCI-Contributory Provident Fund" has been discontinued 
and in its place Pension Fund has been introduced. The contribution made earlier 
by Bar Council of India to contributory Provident Fund alongwith accrued Interest 
has been transferred to the Pension Fund. Bar Council of India makes its 
contribution to the fund at the specified rate. 

(//) General Provident Fund Account of the Employees of the Bar Council of India 
represent the amount of subscription of employees at the applicable rate of the 
pay together with accrued interest thereon. 

(///) The Bar Council of India has maintained a special fund called “Gratuity Fund". 
Contribution to this fund Is made & 8.33% of the eligible pay. The fund is 
administered by the Trustees appointed by the Council. 

(/V) The leave encashment is accounted for on payment basis. 

B. NOTES TO ACCOUNTS 

1. Estimated amount of contract remaining to be executed and not provided for building 
renovation work less advances amounts to Rs. 43,58,397/- (previous year Rs, 
1,40,32,373/-). 

2. Provident Fund Is recognized under rule 3(g) of the part- A of the IVth schedule of the 
Income Tax Act 1961 vice letter No. JP-1 {6)/63/3332 dated 25-12-1965 (order no, 1 
of the 1965-66). However the fund is not recognized by the Regional Provident Fund 
Commissioner. 

3. Gratuity Fund is recognized under the Income Tax Act 1961. The provision for 
Gratuity liability has been made on the basis of 8.33% of the Basic Pay, Grade Pay 
and Dearness Allowances of the employees as provided In the Gratuity Fund Rules of 
the Bar Council India. The actual gratuity liability based on ttie actuarial valuation as 
on 31-10-2009 comes to 54,95,838/- against which for Rs, 37,45,475/- has been 
provided till 31-3-2009. During the current financial year the provision of the Gratuity 
liability of Rs. 21,18,536/- has been made including Rs. 16,86,497/- on account of 
shortfall as per the actuarial valuation as on 31-10-2009. 

4. The liability for Pension Fund upto 31-10-2009 has been determined based on 
actuarial valuation amounting Rs. 3.28,77,897/-. The Pension Fund liability of Rs. 
1,15,15,000/- has been provided for till 31 -3-2009. The shortfall in provision comes to 
Rs. 2,05,37,770/-. During the current financial year, provision for Pension Fund liability 
has been made for Rs.46,81,342/-. The Pension Fund balance amounts to Rs. 
1,64,47,681/- as on 31-3-2010, The shortfall In provision of liability amounts to Rs. 
1,64,30,216 on 31-3-2010. The provision for shortfall of arrear Pension Fund liability 
would be made in four equal installments during next four subsequent years along 
with the relevant year liability. 
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5. Council has approved and adopted the implementation of 6^ Pay Commission of the 
Central Government for its employees w.e.f 1 September 2008. During the current 
financial year Council has approved the payment of arrears salaries (Total Rs. 
30,40,796/-) for its employees for the period from 1-1-2006 to 31-8-2008 in five 
installments w.e.f the Financial Year 2009-10. Accordingly Salaries & Allowances 
include Rs. 6,08,160/- (Ref. Schedule- 12) as arrear salaries as such current year 
figure is not comparable with previous year. 

6. Fixed deposits with scheduled Bank includes Rs. 6,32,00,000/- on 31-3-2010 (Rs. 
5,68,00,000/- on 31-3-2009) received from Law Colleges as Security deposit for 
affiliation included in Schedule- 7. 

7. Government of India, Ministry of law and Justice Department of Legal Affairs, New 
Delhi vice letter ref. NO. F.NO.- 13017/1/2007- Admn III (LA) dated 22-10-2008 has 
released the grants-in -aid for Rs. 1,72,98,909 to Bar Council of India (BCl) for the 
first phase of the renovation work of its building during the financial year 2008-09. The 
renovation work of building Is in progress and a sum of Rs. 1,76,87,378/- have been 
incurred / paid for such work till 31-3-2010 and same has been shown under the head 
“Capital Work-in-Progress Building Renovation” (in Schedule 5B). Pending completion 
of such work and capitalization the amount, the grant would be recognized in the 
Income & Expenditure account over the useful life of the depreciable assets by way of 
reduced depreciation charge. 

8. Previous figures have been regrouped/ reclassified wherever considered necessary. 
Schedule referred above form an Integral part of accounts.
